last evening. His talk coincided with 
the issue of special stamps yesterday 
commemorating the recent wedding 


of Her Majesty, Princess Elizabeth, 
and the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Born in Manchester, England, a 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. William 
B. Deaville, he came to Canada in 
1898, residing in Victoria, B.C. He 
entered the postal service in Victoria 


in 1908 and was employed in that 
city for a number of years. 
While in Victoria Mr. Deaville 


gained an extensive knowledge of 
vhilately which resulted in his being 
brought to Ottawa in 1929 to the 
Postal Stamp Supply and Philatelic 
Division. 

He was also prominent in the 
field of stamp design and had much 
to do with many of the more recent 
Canadian stamp issues. He had one 
of the finest stamp collections in the 
Dominion. In addition, Mr. Deaville 
was an expert on books and had a 
very fine private collection in his 
home. 

A. prominent member of the Ang- 
lican faith, he is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Isabel Deaville, whom he 


married in Ottawa in 19386; three 
brothers, Clarence, Arthur and 
George, of Victoria, B.C.; and two 


sisters, Mrs. Fred Parsons, and Mrs. 
Edward Parsons, also of Victoria.—

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The Connell Resignation 


Contributed By J. S. Cruickshank 


Having run across the following 
during my winter's reading I thought 
it might be of interest to readers of 
Popular Stamps, as bearing on the 
resignation of Charles Connell, Post- 
master General of early New Bruns- 
wick. Whether ruling against his 5c 
Connell stamp or that it was the 
eulmination of other differences with 
his colleagues has been and probably 
still is debateable. 


Extracts taken from “Journal of the 
House of Assembly", New 
Brunswick, 1861. 


April 6th, 1861—0On motion of Mr. 
Connell. 


RESOLVED. That an humble ad- 
dress be presented to His Excellency, 
the Liet. Governor, praying that His 
Excellency will be pleased to be 
caused to be laid before this House 
eopies of all correspondence relating 
to the resignation of the late Post- 
master General; also copy of any 
memorandum made in Committee of 
Council authorizing the late Post- 
master General to procure one, five, 
ten, and twelve and one-half cent 
Postage Stamps. 


April 10th, 1861—Mr. Connell re- 
ported to the House that His Excel- 
lency was pleased to comply with 
their wishes. 


Copy No. 1. Tabled April 11th, 1861. 


To His Excellency the Honourable 
J. H. T. Manners-Sutton, Gov., ete. 


We advise your Excellency to ap- 
prove of, and order to be distributed 
the one cent, ten cent, and twelve 
and one-half cent Postage Stamps 
procured by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral; and we further advise your 
Excellency to order a five cent Post- 
age Stamp to be struck, bearing the 
likeness of the Queen, instead of the 
five cent stamp already pocured by 
the Postmaster General. (Signed)

Under date of May 19th, 1860, Mr. 
Connell wrote a long letter to the 
Lt. Gov. regarding various matters 
of Government policy but the only 
reference to the matter of issuing 
postage stamps is as follows: 


“Having felt this and other mat- 
ters for some time past, and at the 
same time feeling relucant to take a 
step which I saw pressing upon me, 
I delayed action, but the recent act 
of my colleagues (referring to Copy 
No. 1 above) in the Government has 
brought matters to a crisis; the 
want of that support on their part on 
a subject which I believed I was 
authorized in the action I had taken, 
as will appear by the following Min- 
ute of Council and correspondence: 


“Postmaster General to obtain 
new Postage Stamps in one, five, 
ten, and twelve and one-half 
cents.”

I may remark, however, that I 
cannot discover by that correspond- 
ence No. 1 to 8, that it was the in- 
tention to withdraw from me that 
support in the action I had taken in 
proeuring Postage Stamps as author- 
ized by the Minute in Council refer- 
red to. 


My administration of. the Post 
Office Department is before the 
Publie, and it is for them to say 


whether it is satisfactory or not. 

I think I may state with certainty 
that the Revenue of the Department 
wil be reduced by the recent action 
of the Government, as I made ar- 
rangements for the delivery and sale 
of Postage Stamps at every Post and 
Way Office throughout the Province

on May ist. I did not intend that the 
legitimate authority belonging to the 


Chief of that Department shall be. 


limited or circumscribed while I have 
the honour of being at its head. 
After a very careful and deliber- 
ate review of the whole matter, 
under all the circumstances, I believe 
that my continuance in office would 
not be beneficial to the Department. 
Holding the opinions that I have 
submitted to your Excellency, I feel 
that I cannot, consistently with the 
duty that I owe my constituents and 
the publie, continue longer to hold 
an office and position as one of 
your Excellency's advisers in op- 
position to my views of publie duty. 
I therfore respectfully beg to sub-

The following extract is taken 
from an undated letter tabled in the 
House signed by the eight Council 
members. 


Your Excellency is aware that no 
Order was made by your Excellency 
in Council authorizing or obtaining 
the issue of the Stamps. We admit 
the Postmaster General had the con- 
sent of his colleagues to obtain 
Decimal Stamps, but they- were pro- 
cured and being distributed before 
they were submitted to your Excel- 
lency in Council for .approval, or 
before the impress they bore was 
known to the Council, and when sub- 


mitted, it was the opinion of the 
Council that the five cent Stamp 
should bear the likeness of Her 


Majesty.” 

(By “The Act Relating to The Post 
Office” then in force, the approval of 
the Governor in Council was required 
to the issue of Postage Stamps). The 


section in question reads: “The 
Governor in Council may cause 
Stamps with their value printed 


permission to publish | 


thereon to be sold and issued as Post- 
age." 





Editors Note—The Halifax Phil- 
atelist of 1888 in its June, July and 
August issues carried an article by 
Donald A. King giving the above let- 
ters and despatches in which he drew 
conelusions that none of the Connell 
Stamps were used for postage and 
were thus essays. The same article 
printed further letters, following 
those above reproduced, and recorded 
an interchange between the council 
and Connel re the resignation but 
are not relevant to the point covered 
by the foregoing.

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CANADIAN TOPICS 
“The stamp and I" 
by Phil Atts 


This month I want to write some- , 


thing about Stanley Deaville. No 
doubt you will have read many words 
about this famous Canadian  phila- 
telist by the time this column  ap- 
pears. And so I hope I may make 
this humble eulogy a little more 
intimate as Stanley Deaville was one 
of my personal friends. 


Colleetors knew him as the head 
of the Canadian Philatelic Agency 
which actually was an anomalous 
way of describing the man. But as 
the years roll by I am sure we will 
all learn more and more of the mark 
he has made in the history of Can- 
adian postage stamps. 

Stanley Deaville was born in Eng- 
land. He came to Canada when eight 
years of age, settling with his 
parents in British Columbia. He 
entered the Canadian Postal Service 
there and while an inspector he 
wrote-in 1928 his “Colonial Postal 
Systems and Postage Stamps of 
Vancouver Island and British Col- 
umbia". This classic resulted in the 
author being brought to Ottawa to 
the postage stamp division of the 
Post Office Department. 


Stanley Deaville was not a stamp 
collector, nor was his British Col- 
umbia book written primarly for 
stamp collectors. It was designed for 
the historical records of the Province 
of British Columbia. The author told 
me more than once that while the 
book gave him great personal satis- 
faction it resulted in his being placed 
in a position at Ottawa from which 
there was no hope of advancement. 

Anyone reading Stanley Deaville's 
book will realize how carefully he 
.used the English language and how 
easily he wrote. True he spoke at 
many philatelie gatherings but the 
written rather than the spoken word 
was his forte. 

For the past twenty years Stanley 
Deaville was the real work horse 
behind our stamp issues. Ideas, 
designs, resarch, mechanics and 
public relations all passed through 
this one man's office besides the 
regular routine of the constant de- 


mands of collectors with their many 


problems. It was an insuperable 


burden too much for one so devoted 
to his work. 


His death was a great shock to his 
friends but perhaps not too great a 
surprise. Lately his health has been 
far from good and all too frequently 
the always open door of his office in 
the Blackburn Building showed him 
absent. He was overworked and his 
own department under-staffed and 
even lately he helped time and again 
with the actual manual work. 

For years he had been working at 
a book on the history of Canadian 
stamps. The last war held up the 
completion of this work and it will 
be interestine to see what becomes 
of this unfinished manuscript which 
was to be an official story. Over a 
period of years Stanley Deaville had 
been assembling this material and a 
great deal had been written. But it 
was his fund of unofficial knowledge 
that lent the charm to his aequaint- 
anee. To those who knew him and 
had his confidence this was an  en- 
trancing experience. 

There never was a more kindly 
man than Stanley Deaville. In him 
the searcher for philatelie knowledge 
had a true friend. His human interest 
and infinite pains were a by-word to 
those of us who could see him- 
frequently. 

He was proud of the Princess Eliz- 
abeth “Royal Wedding" stamp. I saw 
this issue in all its stages and was 
privileged to examine complete 
sheets of the finished stamps in Jan- 
uary. To be stricken down on the day 
uary. To be stricken on the day of 
its official issue was a pathetic blow. 

Many of the things mentioned in 
this column in the past came from 
Stanley Deaville. Unofficially he took 
a great interest in “Popular Stamps” 
and I am sure that my future writ- 
ings here will still be coloured by 
things he has told me. 

Besides being a great  philatelist 
he was a great Canadian and a great 
Britisher. Rev. Dr. D. H. Woodhouse 
of Arnprior, Ontario, who conducted 
the funeral services was an intimate 
friend. Many times we met in Stan- 
ley Deaville's office. Dr. Woodhouse 
is one of those unsung collectors of 
whom there are so many and that he 
should perform the last rites is a 
sincere token to the thousands of 
collectors who owe so much to Stan- 
ley Deaville.

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BRITISH PLAN COVER SERVICE 


By Carl P. Rueth 

In Linn's Weekly Stamp News 

Second only in importance to the 
recent astounding announcement from 
the British Postal Administration 
that they will print three com- 
memorative stamp issues in 1948, is 
one where they are seriously contem- 
plating the servicing of first-day 
covers for collectors in connection 
with these issues. The surprise of 
collectors in England as to this com- 
plete turn-about in the policies of the 
tradition bound British administra- 
tors of the postal system, is just as 
great as that of collectors in all other 
parts of the world. When an an- 
nouncement was made just a short 
time ago that commemorative stamps 
would be issued on three different oc- 
casions in 1948, this announcement 
was a bombshell in the ranks of col- 
lectors. For on only six previous 
occasions during the over 100 years 
of the British postal system had 
eommemorative stamps been issued. 

Officials of the Post Office have 
approached the top men of the Brit- 
ish Philatelic Association asking for 
advice and help in the formulation of 
plans and policies for the handling of 
first-day covers, cachets and cancel- 
lations. The intention, it seems, is 
to give stamp collectors the finest 
in service and a maximum amount 
of attention that wil make them 
regular clients of what might be the 
beginning of a regulated flow of 
stamps of a commemorative nature.

definite instmuetions are at hand, col- 
lectors should not prepare, or mail 
covers to the British Post Office." 

At the moment it is not clear to 
us whether the British plan goes 
further than supplying dealers with 
bulk order service on covers ad- 
dressed to their clients. If so this 
differs from the practice on this side 
of the Atlantic, where collectors 
themselves send their own. 

The British Commemoratives they 
mention in the article are the Silver 
Wedding Anniversary of the King 
and Queen for April 26th, the Libera- 
tion of the Channel Islands to be 
issued May Ist, and Olympic Sum- 
mer Games to be released July 1st. 


Right up-to-date, in a first day 
cover, A. Reg. Gibbs of Hanover, 
Ont., reported the location of the 
secret date on the new Princess 
stamp stating: “It is at bottom left 
frame line where right breast meets 
frame line.”

THE POSTAL SURPLUS 


The Post Office Department, 
either through efficient adminis- 
tration and management, or because 
the citizens of Canada spent more 
for postage stamps, money orders, or 
they mailed more under-paid letters, 
succeeded in 1946 in piling up a 
profit of $11,000,000. However, in- 
stead of getting pats on the back 
because they got out of the red, the 
department finds that a mistake was 
made. It appears that in the public 
viewpoint the post office department 
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is not supposed to be a profit pro- 
ducer. The immediate reaction to 
the announcement of $11,000,000 sur- 
plus is a demand that the postage 
rate be reduced to 3 cents. The extra 
cent was slapped on early in the war. 
It was not marked, as has been done 
on other occasions, as a War Tax, 
and, therefore, has been another 
“hidden tax." But even though it 
was hoped by Ottawa that it was 
hidden, the public is fully aware it 
has been paying one cent more, and 
creating 11 million dollar surpluses.

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REMEMBER THOSE STAMPIC 
*DOO-DADS"? 
By H. L. Paine 


Recently I had occasion to go into 
the Office of a business man, and 
noticed, on his desk, a box of used 
stamps, evidently taken off the day’s 
mail. I asked him if he was a col- 
lecto. He was not, but saved these 
for a Friend,—'* was I a collector?" 
Yes. I had been a collector for many 
years.— 

I began to think, when did I start 
to collect stamps, it seemed I always 
did. Yes, I remember. My mother 
collected stamps when I was a very 
small boy, and it was something for 
me to do to cut the stamps off the 
envelopes we received, 2nd put the 
stamps into boxes, according to the 
different colours. I remember the 
largest box, had lilae coloured stamps 
(Great Britain penny, Seotts A 40). 
However we received many other 
colours from France, Switzerland, 
and as my father was in America at 
the time, we received many from 
Ameriea, that he sent and collected 
for us. 

Oceasionaly we made “snakes” of 
our stamps. This was done by push- 
ing a needle and thread through the 
centre of the stamp, until we had 
enough to make a “snake” perhaps 
two feet long. These “snakes” were 
used as ornaments, and to tie back 
the curtains, on doors and windows. 

We also made ornaments by glu- 
. ing stamps on to odd saucers, vases 
and ete. When these were complete- 
ly covered with stamps the whole 
was varnished, giving them a glossy 
appearance and were in great de-

mand for Christmas and _ other 
presents. ; 

These gluing and varnishing jobs 
I eould do, but the pictures mother 
made were beyond me, at that age. 
However, I remember the pictures of 
birds, trees and ete. she made, by 
gluing different coloured stamps on 
to paper. The whole was then framed 
with stiff cardboard, and stamps 
glued on to the frames. 

No doubt others will have similar 
recollections of those early “snakes” 
saucers, pictures and etc., and per- 
haps they. too started to collect 
stamps at a very early age. 

Today, I look back and wonder 
what became of those stamp works 
of arts, and those large square 
stamps with a picture of Queen 
Victoria, and those wide stamps, tell- 
ing the story of Columbus discover- 
ing America—which were used as 
centre pieces on our pieces. 

Maybe I was born 30 years too 
soon, but looking through my stamp 
collection today, there are very few 
of those high valued Columbian 
issue, or the large sized Victorians, 
maybe I started to collect too young, 
but that is how I started to collect 
stamps.

One of Canada’s youngest stamp 
collectors, eight-year-old John West- 
head, of London, Ont., has beaten 
his older competitors to the punch. 
With the help of City Clerk R. H. 
Cooper, the young Wolf Cub has ob- 
tained three collections of first day 
covers from nearly every city in 
Canada. The envelopes carry the 
official crests of the cities they came 
from. 

The three collections are  ear- 
marked. One is for Johnnie, one for 
Prineess Elizabeth and one (city 
council agreeing), for the University 
of Western Ontario. 

The collection has been made 
possible by the co-operation of City 
Clerk R. H. Cooper, who made the 
arrangements with city clerks and 
postmasters throughout Canada for 
the forwarding of the precious en- 
velopes. 

Mr. Cooper mailed his request for 
“first day covers” to 113 cities in

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PLATING THE CANADIAN WAR 
ISSUE STAMPS. 


By Lt. Col. S. S. Weatherbie 


These stamps, too, were in com- 
memoration of the 75th  Confedera- 
tion Anniversary. 

Of the nineteen stamps issued in 
Sheet form, only the 1, 2 and 5 cent 
(1942) and the 3 and 4 (1943) are in 
current use, 

To date, 134 plates 
used in the printing viz: 
Scott 249 1 cent 1 to 28. 

250 2 cent 1 to 6. 
2b1 8 cent 1 to 10. 


have been 


252 3 cent 11 to 26 new, and 6; 


7 and 10 ‘red’ plates. 

254 4 cent 1 to 44 (excepting 
29). 

255 5 cent 1 to 4. 

257 10 cent 1 to 6. 

260 20 cent 1 and 2. 

C7 6 cent 1 and 2. 

C8 7 cent 1 to 5. 

The other nine stamps were issued 
from one plate, each value. 

The change of postal rates for sur- 
face and air mail made some of these 
plates difficult to get. 

The change of colour from red to 
rose violet did not necessitate a new 
design in any particular for we find 
‘red’ plates 6; 7 and 10 used for some 
of the early printings, while the new 
series of plates for 252 began with 
No. 11. 

It is interesting to mount the two 
colours together for comparison. No 
change of the ‘secret’ date has been 
made in this stamp. Rose violet Plate 
6 seems to be the elusive one of the 
3 ‘chance’ plates. 

C7 Plate 2 came out just prior to 
the issue of C8. Likewise C8 Plate 5 
was on sale just before the Peace 
Issue C9. These two plates are not 
common. 


Of the above five hard-to-get 
plates, only one—Plate 10 rose violet 
—reached the Philatelie Agency. The 
small number printed and the short- 
handedness of the Agency due to the 


war, caused the othérs to have been 
missed for stock. 

There had been some doubt as to 
a Plate 5 of the 5-cent but a letter 
from Mr. A. Stanley Deaville, Supt. 
Postage Stamp Division, states there 
is no record of this plate having been 
made. 

The writer collects these plates in 
four series: 

All corner blocks of four; 

All plain and plate corners from 

each pane (64 stamps); 

Lower Left block of 16; 

Lower Left pane top and bottom 

strip. 

The number of stamps per plate, 
varies from 144 for the small size, 
to 116 depending upon the size, for 
the others. 

If any one ean add to the above 
list it would be useful to other col- 
lectors if it were published in 
Popular Stamps.

the Dominion. To date 93 have re- 
plied each sending three envelopes, 
complete with city crest, and in some 
cases autographed by the mayor and 
city clerk. 


It was not possible for Johnnie or 
his father to handle the project alone, 
and they approached City Clerk 
Cooper. He agreed to help. The first 
move was to write to the 113 reg- 
istered cities in Canada, explaining 
the project and ask them to forward 
three of their official city envelopes. 
They all agreed, in fact, Mr. Cooper 
said: “The co-operation of the post 
masters and city clerks throughout 
the country was nothing short of 
wonderful.” To speed the project air 
mail service was used. 


Next all the envelopes were ad- 
dressed to John and marked “First 
Day Cover, Princess Elizabeth Wed- 
ding Issue, February 16, 1948.” They 
were mailed back airmail, to the re- 
spective cities with covering amounts 
of money for the return postage of 
the four cent Princess issue. 

Since Tuesday they have been 
flooding back into London, bringing 
Johnnie, if not a complete set at 
least as complete as there ever will 
be in the world. 


The cost of the project has been 
borne by John from his “piggy 
bank," and today, the bank which 


once bulged with coppers holds only 
"four cents.” But in place of the 
coppers he has spent Johnnie has a 
stamp collectors dream, and a col- 





lection of considerable value —From
